She is believed to have been 
th e first w om an to speak against slavery 
before a m ixed audience*, and she suffered 
m any persecutions on account of lier fre e­ 
dom of speech.

G. F oster, also an an tislav ery w orker, and 
th e p air soon took up th e question of w om ­ 
a n ’s suffrage* as an ad ju n ct to tho abolition 
cause*.

Moderns have called Ceylon 
“ The Isle of Palm s;” “ The Isle of 
Flow ers;” “ The P earl Drop on the 
Prow of India;” “ The Isle of Jew els; ’ 
**The Island of Spice;” “The Show 
Place of the Universe;’’ “ The Land of 
H yacinth and R uby.” 
In my eyes, for 
scenery it appears to be a m ixture of 
Yosemite and Yellowstone park. 
All 
Christian people w ant to know more of 
Ceylon,for they have a long' while been 
contributing for its evangelization. As 
our ship from A ustralia approached 
this 
island, 
there hovered over it 
cloud', thick and black as th e super­ 
stitions which have hovered here for 
centuries; but the m orning sun was 
breaking through like the gospel light 
w hich is to scatter the last cloud of 
m oral gloom. 
The sea lay along the 
coast calm as the eternal purposes of 
God tow ard all islands and continents. 
We swing into the harbor of Colombo, 
w hich is made by a break w ater built 
a t vast expense. 
As we floated into 
it the w ater is black w ith boats of all 
sizes and m anned by people of all 
colors, but chiefly Tam ils and Cinga­ 
lese. 
There are two things I w ant most to 
see on this island: a heathen tem ple 
w ith its devotees in idolatrous worship, 
and an audience of Cingalese addressed 
by a Christian missionary. 
The ento­ 
m ologist may ha vc his capture of brill­ 
iant insects; and the sportsm an his 
te n t adorned w ith an tler of red deer 
and tooth of wild boar; and the painter 
his portfolio of gorge three thousand 
feet down, and of dajrs dying on even­ 
in g pillows of purple cloud etched 
w ith fire; and the botanist his camp 
i 
full of orchids, and crowfoots, and ' 
gentians, and valerian, and lotus. 
I 
w ant most to find out th e m oral and , 
religious trium phs, how m any wounds I 
have been healed; how many sorrows 
com forted; how many entom bed na- I 
lions resurrected. 
Sir W illiam Raker, j 
th e famous explorer and geographer, ! 
did well for Ceylon after his eight 
years’ residence in this island, and 
Prof. E rnst Heckel, the professor from , 
Jena, did w ell when he swept these 
w aters, and rum m aged these hills and 
took home for future inspection the 
insects of this tropical air. 
And for- , 
ever honored be such work; but let all 
th a t is sweet in rythm , and graphic on 
canvas, and imposing in m onum ent, 
and im m ortal in memory be brought to 
tell the deeds of those who were heroes . 
and heroines for Christ’s sake. 
M any scholars have supposed th a t 
this island of Ceylon was the original 
Garden of Eden w here the snake first 
appeared on reptilian mission. 
There 
are reasons for belief th a t this was the 
site w here the first hom estead was 
opened*and destroyed. 
It is so near 
the equator th a t there are not more 
th a n tw elve degrees of F ahrenheit dif­ 
ference all the year round. 
Perpetual 
foliage, perpetual fruit, and all styles 
of anim al life prosper. 
W hat luxuri­ 
ance, and abundance, and superabund­ 
ance of life! 
W hat styles of plum age 
do not the birds sport! 
W hat styles of 
scale do not the fishes reveal! 
W hat 
styles of song do not the groves have 
in th eir libretto! 
Here on the road­ 
side and clear out on the beach of the 
sea stands the cocoanut tree, saying: 
“ Take my leaves for shade. 
Take the 
juice of my fruit for delectable drink. 
Take my saccharine for sugar. 
Take 
my fibre for the cordage of your ships. 
T ake my oil to kindle your lamps. 
T ake my wood to fashion your cups 
and pitchers. 
Take 
my leaves to 
th atch your roofs. 
Take my smooth 
surface on w hich to p rin t your books. 
Take my 30,000,000 trees covering 500,- 
i00 acres, and w ith the exportation en­ 
rich the world 
I will wave in your 
fans and spread abroad in your um ­ 
brellas. 
I will vibrate in your musical 
instrum ents. 
I w ill be the scrubbing 
brushes on your floors." 
Here also stands the palm tree, say­ 
ing; 
“ I ain at your disposal. 
With 
these arm s I fed your ancestors 150 
years ago. and w ith these same arm s I 
w ill feed your ancestors 150 years from 
now. 
I defy the centuries!” 
Here also stands the nutm eg tree, 
saying: 
“ I am ready to spice your 
beverages and enrich your puddings, 
aud w ith my sweet dust make insipid 
things palatable.” 
Here also stands the coffee plant, 
saying: 
“ W ith the liquid boiled from 
my berry I stim ulate the nations m orn­ 
ing by m orning." 
Here stands the tea plant, saying: 
“ W ith the liquid boiled from my leaf I 
soothe the w orld’s nerves and stim u­ 
late the world s conversation, evening 
by evening." 
Here stands the chit bona. saying: 
“ I am the foe of m alaria. 
In all cli­ 
m ates my bitterness is the slaughter of 
fevers.” 
“ W hat m iracles of productiveness on 
these islands! 
Enough sugar to sw eet­ 
en all the w orld's beverages; enough 
bananas to pile all the w orld’s fruit 
baskets; enough rice to mix all the 
w orld’s puddings; enough cocoanut to 
powder all the w orld's cakes; enough 
I 
dowers to 
garland all the w orld’s 
beauty. 


But in the evening, riding through a 
cinnam on grove, I first tasted the 
leaves and bark of th a t condim ent so 
valuable and delicate th a t transported 
on ships the arom a of the cinnam on is 
dispelled if placed near a rival bark. 
Of such great value is the cinnam on 
shrub th a t years ago those who injured 
it in Ceylon were put to death. 
But 
th a t which once was a jungle of cinna­ 
mon is now a park of gentlem en’s resi­ 
dences. 
The 
long, 
w hite 
dw elling 
houses are bounded w ith this shrub 
and all other styles of grow th congre­ 
gated there, make a botanical garden. 
Doves called cinnam on doves 
hop 
am ong the branches, and crows, more 
poetically styled ravens, which never 
could sing, but thijik they can, fly 
across the road giving full test of their 
vocables. 
Birds which learned th eir 
chanting under the very eaves of 
heaven 
overpowered all w ith th eir 
grand m arch of the tropics. The hibis­ 
cus dapples the scene w ith its scarlet 
clusters. 
All shades of brow n and 
em erald, and saffron, and brilliance; 
melons, limes 
m agnosteens JJcustard 
apples, guavas, pine apples, jessam ine 
so laden w ith arom a they have to hold 
fast to the w all, and begonias, gloriosas 
on fire, and orchids so delicate other 
lands m ust keep them under conserv­ 
atory, b u t here defiant of all w eather, 
and flowers more or less akin to aza­ 
leas, and honeysuckles, and floxes, and 
fuchias 
and 
chrysanthem um s and 
rhododendrons, and fox-gloves, and 
pansies, which dye the plains and 
m ountains of Ceylon w ith heaven. 
The evening hour burns incense of all 
styles of arom atics. 
The convolvulus, 
blue as if the sky had fallen, and b u t­ 
terflies spangling the air, and arm s of 
trees sleeved w ith blossoms, and rocks 
upholstered 
of moss, 
com m ingling 
sounds, and sights,and odors,until eye, 
and ear, and nostril vie w ith each 
other as to w hich sense shall open the 
door to the most enchantm ent. 
A 
struggle betw een music, and perfum e, 
and iridescence. 
Oleanders reeling in 
intoxication of color. 
G reat banyan 
trees th a t have been changing their 
m ind for centuries, each century car­ 
rying out a new plan of grow th, a t­ 
tracted our 
attention, and saw us 
pass in th e year of 1894, as they saw 
pass the generations of 1794, and 1694. 
Colombo is so thoroughly embowered 
in foliage th at if you go into one of its j 
tow ers and look down upon the city 
of one hundred and th irty thousand 
people you can not see a house. 
Oh, 
the trees of Ceylon! May you live to be­ 
hold 
the 
m orning 
clim bing down 
through 
their 
branches, 
or 
the 
evening tipping th eir leaves 
w ith 
am ber 
and 
gold! 
I forgive 
the 
Buddhist for the 
worship of trees 
u n til 
they 
know 
of 
the 
God 
who made the trees. 
I wonder not 
th a t there are some trees in Ceylon 
called sacred. 
To me all trees are 
: sacred. 
I wonder not th a t before one 
, of them they burn cam phor flowers, 
and hang lamps around its branches, 
and a hundred thousand people each 
year m ake pilgrim age to this tree. 
I W orship som ething man must, and un­ 
til he hear of the only being w orthy 
of worship, w hat so elevating as a 
tree! 
W hat glory enthroned amid its 
I foliage! 
W hat a m ajestic doxology 
spreads out in its branches! 
W hat a 
voice when the tem pests pass through 
it! 
How it looks down upon the cra­ 
dle and the grave of centuries! 
As 
the fruit of the tree unlaw fully eaten 


I struck the race w ith woe and the up­ 
lifting of another tree brings peace to 
the soul, let the woodman spare the 
tree, and all nations honor it, if, 
through higher teaching, we do not, 
like the Ceylonese, worship it! 
How 
consolatory th a t w hen we no more 
w alk under 
the tree branches on 
earth, we may see the “ Tree of life 
which bears tw elve m anner of fruit, 
and yields her fru it every m onth, and 
the leaves of the tree are for the heal­ 
ing of the nations!” 
Two processions I saw in Ceylon 
w ithin one hour, the first led by a H in­ 
doo priest, a huge pot of flowers on his 
head, his face disfigured w ith holy 
lacerations, and 
his unw ashed fol­ 
lowers beating as many discords from 
w hat are supposed to be musical in­ 
strum ents, as at one tim e can be in­ 
duced to enter the hum an ear. 
The 
procession halted a t the door of the 
huts. 
The occupants came out and 
made obeisance and presented sm all 
contributions. 
In return thereof the 
priest sprinkled ashes upon the chil­ 
dren who came forw ard, this evidently 
a form of benediction. 
Then the pro­ 
cession led on by the priest started 
again; more noise, more ashes, more 
genuflection. However keen one sense’s 
of the ludicrous, he could find nothing 
to excite a smile in the movements of 
such a procession. 
M eaningless, op­ 
pressive, squalid, filthy, sad. 
R eturning to our carriage, we rode 
on for a few moments, and we came on 
another procession, a kindly lady lead­ 
ing groups of native children all clean, 
bright, happy, laughing. 
They were 
a Christian school out for exercise. 
There seemed as much intelligence, re­ 
finem ent and happiness in th a t regi­ 
m ent of young Cingalese as you would 
find in the ranks of any young ladies' 
sem inary being chaperoned on th eir 
afternoon w alk through Central park, 
New York, or Hyde park, London. 
The Hindoo procession illustrated on a 
sm all 
scale 
som ething 
of 
w hat 
i llindooism can do for the world. The 
Christian procession illustrated on a 
sm all scale som ething of w hat Chris­ 
tianity can do for the world, but those 
tw o processions were only fragm ents 
of two great processions ever m arch­ 
ing across our world; the procession 
blasted of superstitition and the pro­ 
cession blessed of gospel light. 
I saw 
them in 
one afternoon in Ceylon. 
' They are to be seen in all nations. 
* 
I 
N othing is of more th rillin g interest 
than the Christian achievem ents in 
this island. 
The Episcopal church was 
here the N ational church, but dises­ 
tablishm ent has taken place, and since 
Mr. G ladstone’s 
accom plishm ent 
of 
th at fact in 18S0, all denom inations are 
ou equal platform , and all are doing 


mighty work. 
America is second to 
no other nation in what has been done 
for Ceylon. 
Since ISIG she has had 
her religious agents in the Jaffna 
peninsula of Ceylon. 
The Spaulding*, 
the Howlands, the Doctors Poor, the 
Saunders and others ju st as good and 
strong have been fighting back m on­ 
sters of superstition and cruelty g reat­ 
er than any th a t ever sw ung the tusk 
or roared in the jungles. 
But passing up and down the streets 
of Ceylon you find all styles of people 
w ithin five m inutes: Afghans, Kaffirs, 
Portuguese, Moormen, Dutch, English, 
Scotch, Irish, American; all classes, 
all dialects, all m anners and customs, 
all styl9s of salaam. 
The most in ter­ 
esting thing on earth is the human 
race, and specim ens of all braches of it 
confront you in Ceylon. 
The island of 
the present is a quiet and 
incon­ 
spicuous affair com pared w ith w hat it 
once was. 
The dead cities of Ceylon 
were larger and more imposing than 
are the living cities. 
On this island 
are dead New Yorks, and dead Pekins, 
and dead Edinburghs, and dead Lon­ 
dons. 
Ever and anon a t the stroke of 
the archaeologist's ham m er the tom b of 
some g reat m unicipality flies open, and 
there are oth er buried cities th a t will 
y et respond to the explorer’s pick 
ax. 
The Pompeii and Herculaneum 
underneath 
Italy 
are 
sm all com­ 
pared w ith the Pompeiis and Hercula- 
neum s underneath Ceylon. 
Yonder is 
an exhum ed city which was founded 
500 years before Christ, standing in 
pomp and splendor for 1,200 years. 
Stairw ays up w hich fifty men might 
pass side by side. Carved pillars, some 
of them fallen, some of them aslant, 
some of them erect. 
Phidiases and 
Christopher W rens never heard of here 
perform ed the m arvels of sculpture 
and 
architecture. Aisles 
through 
w hich royal 
processions 
marched. 
Arches under which kings were car­ 
ried. 
City w ith reservoir tw enty miles 
in circum ference. 
Extem porized lakes 
th a t did their cooling and refreshing 
for tw elve centuries. 
Ruins more sug­ 
gestive th an Melrose and K enilworth. 
Ceylon ian E arn ahs and Luxors. Ruins 
retaining much of grandeur, though 
w ars 
bom barded them and 
tim e 
put 
his 
chisel 
on 
every 
block, 
and 
more 
than 
all, 
vegetation 
put 
its anchors, 
and pries, 
and 
w renches in all the crevices. 
Dago­ 
bas, or palaces w here relics of saints 
or deities are kept. 
Dagobas fopr 
hundred feet high, and th eir fallen 
m aterial burying precious things for 
the sight of w hich m odern curiosity 
has digged and blasted in vain. 
Pro- 
| cession 
of elephants in 
im itation, 
I w rought into lustrous m arble. Troops 
of hor es in full run. 
Shrines, chap- 
! els, cathedrals wrecked on the moun- 
| tain side. 
Stairs of moon stone. 
Ex- 
! quisite scrolls rolling up more m yster­ 
ies th an will ever be unrolled. 
Over 
I sixteen square miles, the ruins of one 
city strew n. 
T hrone rooms on w hich 
a t different tim es sat 165 kings, reign- 
| ing in authority they inherited. 
Walls 
j th at witnessed coronations, assassina­ 
tions, subjugations, trium phs. 
A ltars 
a t which m illions bowed ages before 
the orchestras celestial 
woke 
the 
shepherds w ith m idnight overture. 
I 
When Lieut. Skinner, in 1S32. dis 
covered the site of some of these cities, 
. he found congregated in them undis­ 
turbed assem blages of leopards, porcu­ 
pines, flamingoes and pelicans; reptiles 
sunning them selves on the 
altars; 
prim a donnas rendering ornithological 
chant from deserted music halls. 
One 
king restored much of the grandeur; 
rebuilt 1.500 residences, but ruin soon 
resumed its scepter. 
But all is down; 
the spires down; the pillars down; the 
tablets down; the glory of splendid 
arches down. W hat killed those cities? 
Who slew the New York and London 
of the year 500 B. C.? 
Was it un 
healthed w ith a host of plagues? Was 


j it foreign arm ies laying siege? Was it 
whole generations weakened by their 
own vices? 
M ystery sits amid th e 
m onoliths and brick dust. 
F inger on 
lip in eternal silence while the cen­ 
turies guess and guess in vain. 
We 
simply know th a t 
genius 
planned 
those cities. 
An em inent w riter esti 
m ates th a t a pile of bricks in one ruin 
of 
Ceylon 
would be 
enough 
to 
build a w all ten feet high from Edin­ 
burgh to London: 1.600 pillars w ith 
carved capitals are standing sentinel 
for ten miles. 
You can judge some­ 
w hat of the size of the cities by the 
reservoirs th a t were required to slake 
th eir thirst; juds'ing'the size of the city 
from the size of the cup out of which 
it drank. 
Cities crowded w ith inhabi­ 
tants; not like American or English 
cities, but packed together as only b ar­ 
baric tribes can pack them . 
But their 
knell was sounded; th eir light w ent 
out. 
G iant trees are the only royal 
fam ily now occupying those palaces 
The grow l of wild beasts, w here once 
the guffaw of wassail ascended. Amir 
adhapura and l’ollonara w ill never be 
rebuilded. 
Let all the living cities of 
the earth take w arning. 
Cities are 
hum an, having a tim e to be born and 
a tim e to die. 
No more certainly have 
they a cradle than a grave. 
A last 
judgm ent is appointed for individuals, 
but cities have th eir last judgm ent in 
this world. 
They bless, they curse, 
they worship, they blasphem e, they 
suffer, they are rew arded, they are 
overthrown. 
! 
Preposterous! says some 
one, to 
think th a t any of our American or 
European cities which have stood so 
long can ever come through vice to ex­ 
tinction. 
But New York and London 
have not stood so long as those Cey­ 
lonese 
cities stood. 
W here is the 
throne outside of Ceylon on which 165 
successive kings reigned for a life 
time. 
Cities and nations th a t h iv e 
lived far longer than our present cities, 
or nation, have been sepulchred. 
Let 
all the great m unicipalities of this and 
other lands ponder. 
It is as true now 
as when the psalm ist w rote it, and as 
true of cities and nations as of individ­ 
uals: 
“ The Lord know eth the way of 
the righteous; but the way of the u n ­ 
godly shall perish.”
